Threatened l urbulcncc. 

At tho restoration of Cliartos tbo 
Second, tbo tide of popular opinion 
sot so strong in favor ot loyalty, that 
tho prinoipal annalist of tbo day 
pausos to express bis wonder whore 
tho mon camo from who had dono all 
tbo mischief. In our own time and in 
this vory Colony, whon tbo inlelli- 
genoo camo that wo woro to bo unitod 
unconditionally to British Columbia, 
it was a difllculfc matter to find a singlo 
man among tho many that votod to 
ask for Union on "any terms Hor Mai 
josty saw fit to grant," who would 
acknowledge the part bo bad takon in 
bringing about so undesirablo a stato 
of affairs. In point of fact, the mon 
who are now blatant for Annexation 
to tbo United States, were then tho 
leaders of tbo Union and Tariff Party, 
and ridiculed and traduced ovory can- 
didate or voter who opposed their 
ruinous policy, and attemptod to drag 

a. tho miro tho imputations of men 
iheir own corrupt natures could 
not approciatoor understand. To-d .y 
thoy aro filled with rancor at tho 
Crown for taking them at tboir word, 
and a certain obscure print known as 
tho Telegraph, disgustod with tbo re- 
sult of its own offorts, actually advises 
tho ''pooplo to leavo the Colony and 
becomo American citizons." Such 
raving— tho omanation of a disordered 
mind— is treatod with tho contempt 
it dosorvos by mon of sonso and 
infiuonco boro; but it is not without its 
effect abroad, wbero tho character of 
tho shoot and its conductor is not 
known. Wo bolievo it will bo 
knowledgod by ovon bis friends that 
the party who conducts tho sheet in 
question is almost solely responsi- 
ble for tho fix wo aro now in; and it 
oortainly is an ovidonco of poltroonry 
on 

writing and legislation encompassed 
our ruin, that ho should toll bis road- 
ors to fly from tbo country as from a 
pestilnnco. llad our cotemporary 
been aotuatod by a siucero desiro to 
benefit tho country, when ho brought 
forward tbo measures ho now con- 
demns, ho would ondeavor to remedy 
the stato of affairs by counselling the 
pooplo to pursuo a course of modera- 
tion — to accept things as thoy arc — 
and ondeavor, by sending good mon 
to ropresont thorn at Now Wcstmin- 
Btor, to remedy tho evils which it is 
feared will flow from tho adoption of 
tho policy of tho Radicals in tbo late 
Jjogislaturo of this Colony. But no ! 
peaco and quiotness aro not tho aim 
of the agitationists. Like evil- 
doers in the days of tho Bloody 
Codo of England, who cheerfully 
walked to tho gallows because they 
knew tho scono would attract a crowd 
and create a " Sentation," our Van- 
couver politicians aro quite willing to 
bo gibbotod on tbo gallows of public 
opinion, if they aro suro that tho 
spectacle of being "turned off" will 
draw a largo audience. Thoreiore 
tho "boys" are advised by tho Tele- 
graph to give Govornor Seymour a 
"fitting reception" — which advice means , 
that Her Majesty's representative 
should bo insulted upon his arrival by 
our citizens, who aro to prove by an 
outrageous and beastly exhibition the 
truth of Governor Seymour's assertion, 
" that tho people of Vancouver Island 
aro not fit for representative institu- 
tions." They are to wound tho foel- 
ings of a man who holds the destinies 
of Victoria in his hand — they are to 
insult ami browbeat, him boforo thoy 
know whether ho will provo an onoray 
or a friend, Oar representative insti- 
tutions wore swept away by tho Act 
of Union, and tho Colonies placed 
in tho hands of tho Crown or its repre- 
sentative. Shall wo throw down tho 
gauntlet, and defy tho " coining man 
to do his worst? or shall wo accept 
tho olivo-branch wo believe he will ex- 
tend to us ? Of the two coursos, wo 
prefer tho latter. Granted that Gov- 
ernor Soymour is not tho govornor we 
asked for; grantod that his dospatchoB 
havo boon in tho main untruthful — 
abuao will not improve our position, 
nor successfully controvert his mis- 
statements. The man who is so 
lost to overy souse of self-respect 
and decency as to counsel any but a 
conciliatory courso is a revolutionist 
and disloyalist at heart. His ad- 
vice, if followed, will involvo tho Is- 
landers in financial and political ruin. 
And tho politician, who, having had 
his own way hero for years, and proved 
how ignorant he. is of tho soionoe ol 
legislation, can suggest no other re- 
medy for tho evils which his madness 
and folly have brought on the country, 
than to advise pooplo to leave the land 



in which thoy bad hoped _to roa* 
their families and pass tbo romain- 
dor of thoir days, to bocomo ti- 
zons of a foroign govornmout, do- 
sorvos tho execrations of his victims- 
Such advico is monstrous, and shows 
cloarly bow Blight aro tho tics that 
bind mon of bis stamp to their allo- 
gianco, and what an utter and com- 
ploto failure all thoir tboorios of 
govornmont bavojproved ! Wo again 
counsel moderation and conciliation ; 
and adviso our roadors to stand with 
thoso who will allow Mr Seymour to 
land in eilonco; but who will at 
any cost and at overy hazard proi 
toct him from tho annoyance of 
many low-minded rowdy who may 
fool disposed to follow tho italics of 
tho Telegraph and accord tbo Govornor 
a "fitting reception." Tbo miscbiof- 
makors ivho pay tho trichinae of tho 
Telegraph to do thoir dirty work 
tiave already injured tho country too 
deeply to be forgiven. Let them pause 
and consider well boforo thoy attempt 
an outrago that will call down on their 
ruffian hoads a punishment as swift 
and torriblo as it will bo exemplary 
and deserved.

UNION OF THE COLONIES, 



The Bill as Assented to by Her Majes- 
ty, August <>tli, 1866. 

Be it enacted by the Qiiaeu's Most Excel- 
lent Majesty, by and with tho advico and 
consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
aud Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
| us follows : 

1, This Act may bo cited as The Hritish 
Columbia Act, lSlifi. 

2. In this Act the term Govornor means 
any Ollieer for the time being lawfully ad- 
ministering the Government. 

li. From and immediately after tfie Proc- 
lamation of this Act by tho Governor of Hrit- 
ish, Columbia, the Colony of Vancouver Is- 
land shall be and the .same is hereby united 
with ihe Colony ol British Columbia, und 
thenceforth those two Colonies shall form and 
bo one Colony with the name of British Col- 
umbia (which Union is iu this A :t referred 
lo as Iho Union.) 

4, Dii the Union taking effect, tho form ol 
Government existing In Vancouver Island as 
a separate Colony shall coaso, and the pow- 
er and authority of Iho Executive Govern* 
meat and of the Legislature oxisiing in 
British Columbia, shall extend to and over 
Vancouver Island; but iu order tin | | roviskn 
may bo made for tho representation of Van- 
couver Island in the Legislature of British 
Colombia alter the Union, iho maximum 
number of Councillors in the Legislative 
Council of ISritisli Columbia after the Union, 
shall, until it is otherwise provided by lawful 
authority, be twenty-three instead ol fifteen; 

5. Aftoi and notwithstanding ike Union, 
the laws in force in Iho separate Colonies of 
British Columbia and Vancouver Island, 
respectively, at tho time of the Union taking 
ellcet, shall uniil it is otherwise provided by 
lawful authority, remain in force ns if this 
Act had not boon passed or proclaimed; aavo 
only lhat tho laws relative to tho Revenue of 
Customs in force in British Columbia at the 
timo ol the Union taking effect, shall, until it 
is otherwise provided by lawful authority, 
extend and apply to Vancouver island: and, 
until it is otherwise provided by lawful 
authority, the Govornor ol British Columbia 
shall have, in rolation to the territory lor iho 
lime being under his Government, all the 
powers and authorities for Ihe timo boiug 
vasiod, in relation lo tho United Kingdom

14, and a colored deserter from the U. S. 
steamer Saginaw, who has been working a 
bit nl land lor his "grub." On Tuesday 
Freddison wont from home, and bis wifo look 
a gun and proceeded to Ilia gardea to shoot 
blue-jays, and, while thus engaged, she was 
approached by the deserter, who seized and 
threw her down, loreed u quantity ol morphia 
into her mouth, tied her clothes over her 
head, and struck her on the back of the head 
with Iho haudle of an ax, producing insensi- 
bility. The scoundrel then repaired to the 
house, soized the girl, forced a lot of mor- 
phia into her mouth, und pressed her throat 
until she was uearly strangled, when he e(- 
footed his vilu purpose. The villain left his 
second victim lying on the ground insen- 
sible, and ransacked every trunk and 
drawer in the house, appropriating a 
number of small brticlos. lie then went 
into the kitchen and laid in a supply of 
bread, butter, and bacon, and made lor llie 
woods. lie was seen yesterday near North | 
Saanich by Indians, and officer Farrall bus 
goue in pursuit of hi in. The old woman 
recovered her senses yesterday morning ; aud 
Dr. Davie, who examined her, does not 
consider her injuries fatal. The girl lay for 
three hours afler her violator lied, when she 
revived alter hidiug several hours, and alarm- 
ed the neighbors. The pnrpotralor of these 
outrages is said to lutve murdered n man 
quile recently at Honolulu. We hope, if 
caught, that he will bo sent up to survey 
Saanicb district from the topmost branches 
of one of the tallest trnes on the Island. 

The Agricultural Interests— If there is 
one class of people who may hope to bent-lit 
by the imposition of tbo tariff, it is the agri- 
culturist of this Island. The. harvest this 
season bus been most ubuodunt, so far as the 
yield per acre goes, und tiio crops have now 
been fairly housed. The British Columbia 
tariff imposes un ad valorem duty ou wheal 
and barley of 10 per cent. ; on oats, potatoes, 
and vegetables of 12).jper cent. ; on flour,but- 
ter, cheese and bacon of 15 per cent. ; on 
beans of 20 per cent . : and a specilie duly of 
one dollar per head on bulls, cows, calves, 
oxen, horses, asses and mules ; and fifty cents 
per head on sheep, goats and bogs. Hay, eggs, 
poultry and fruit are duty free. So far as stock 
and vegetables are concerned, farmers are al- 
ready prelected on this Islaud ; but with the 
duty on grain, breadstuffs, bacon, butter, 
cheese &c, our foreign importations of those 
articles will have to yield to home produc- 
tions, and produco accoruiugly becomes 
proportionately enhanced in value. The 
only question with the larruers now is, as to 
the nature and extect of the market that 
they will find here lor their goods. 



Lecture in the Theatre. — Mr. Legh 
Harnett last livening lecturod in the theatre 
for tbo benefit of tbo Victoria Firo Depart- 
ment. Tbo seats both upsstairs and down 
wcru well Oiled, nud tho proceeds must have 
odded a nioo little sum to the funds or 
a deserving institution. Amongst those 
present wo nolieed Chief Justico Needham, 
several government officials, and somo of our 
prominent merobanls and citizens. The 
chair was occupied by Mayor Franklin, 
aud J. J. Cochrane, with Chief and Assis- 
tant Engineers Drummond and Burnes wero 
also seated on the platform. Mr. Harnett, 
who ou being introduced by the Mayor, was 
warmly received, commenced his address ut 
eight o'clock, and, without referring to any 
notes, discoursed for neatly two hours on 
ibe Genius of England and America. His 
style is discoursive and eusy, free from 
hesitation, although at times erratic, from thu 
fact of iis being purely ex tempore, and ho 
embellishes his subject with little incidents 
and anecdotes which Berve to fix tho atten- 
tion und provolro tho good humor of bis 
audience. The lecturer, as ho promised, 
made somo good home-thrusts ; be showed 
the utter folly of uiopiug and desponding, 
and continually crying out lor the Govern., 
menl to do something (or us, when wo live 
in u land possessed of so much natural 
wealth and of so great uatural udvautages, 
requiring only intelligence and energy on the 
part of tho people to render it thriving and 
prosperous. We have not time or space lo 
follow the lecturer in this issuo, but wo shall 
take up the subject in our next.
